Martiiiy  for  taking  under  his  Command  all 
the  Detachments  faid  to  be  coming  ib  join 
me  from  Commodore  Smithy  for  employing 
them  under  the  Orders  he  has  already  receiv'd 
from  me;  thofe  additional  ones  I  now  leave 
v/ith  him,   and  whatever  other  Orders  their 

L ps  fhall  judge  expedient  lo  fend  him  ; 

but  if  there  comes  any  Firefliips  or  Bomb- 
Ketches,  he  is  to  difpatch  all  fuch  after  me. 

I  am  pleafed  to   find  their   L ps  have

of,  viz.  That  amongft  other  Frigates  em- 
ployed on  fuch  Services,  were  the  Eagle, 
Tork  and  Carlijle,  that  have  been  feme  time 
fince  at  my  Recommendation,  and  in  good 
part  by  my  Influence,  engaged  into  the 
Crown's  Service ;  and  are  and  have  been 
ever  fince  the  nth  of  December  adling  un- 
der my  Orders  only ;  though  your  Letter, 
Sir,  mentions  them  as  Privateers,  as  if  they 
were  a<5ling  under  their  own  Orders  :  And 
within  that  Time,  I  muft  repeat  it  now, 
five  Galliot  Hoys  have  been  taken  comins; 
from  Havre  de  Grace  to  Boulogne,  and  fent 
into  Dover ;  and  of  thofe  coming  from 
Dunkirk  Koin^  for  Calais,  a  Do^'^cr,  laden 
with  five  Pieces  of  Cannon,  feveral  Field 
Carriages,  one  hundred  Barrels  of  Gun-pow- 
der, and  other  Military  Stores,  has  been  fet 
Fire  to,  and  all  fcen  to  blow  up  in  the  Air 
by  Captain  Gregory,  who  was  with  them  in 
a  Cutter  on  that  Service  ;  two  of  their  Shal- 
lop Fifliing  Boats  funk,    twelve    others  of 

thtin 
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them  chaced  on  Shore,  and  three  with 
Cannon  and  military  Stores  brought  into 
Dover  J  and  a  Calais  Dogger  Privateer  of  fix 
Guns  and  fifty  Men  taken,  thirty  one  of 
which  I  have  on  board  the  Priiicefs  Loii- 
ifa^  and  have  defired  Vice  Admiral  Mar- 
tin to  give  himfelf  the  Trouble  of  ex- 
amining fome  of  them,  to  try  if  better  In- 
telligence cannot  be  procured  from  them, 
than  what  Captain  Hill  has  been  able  to  ga- 
ther from  them,  which  you  had  inclofed 
in  my  Yeilerday's  Letter,  as  you  have  had 
of  the  twelve  Sail  of  Ships  chaced  from 
within  two  Leagues  of  Calais  back  into  Dim- 
kirk  Road  by  the  Saphire  and  Folkjione,  one 
of  which  they  chaced  on  Shore  upon  the 
Sands,  and  the  Pilot  would  not  venture 
fo  near  as  the  Captain  took  upon  himfelf  to 
do.

villainou.^  Trade  is  the  leaft  Thing  I  think  ot 
at  thisTime,  for  they  keep  up  too  my  certain 
Knowledge,  a  daily  Correfpondence  betwixt 

England 
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E/igla?id and  France,  fo  that  there  is  not  the 
lead  Thing  done  or  ordered  but  the  Enemy 
immediately  know  it  by  their  Means. 

On  the  twenty  fecond  Tome  of  their  fmall 
VefTels  went  from  Dunkirk  to  Calais,  fo  that 
every  Day,  or  rather  every  Night  fmce,  they 
have  been  going  from  Ojiend  and  Newport 
to  the  fame  PJace^  and  now  the  Talk  is  of 
their  landing  near  Dover,  and  (o  marching 
diredtly  to  Lo?idon. 

We  have  now  a  Report,  that  fome  of  thefe 
Tranfports  that  failed  lafl  Week  were  fallen 
upon  by  fome  of  your  Frigates,  which  may 
difconcert  the  whole  Scheme  of  the  Enemy. 

And  from  thefe  Checks  it  is  faid  that  the 
Storm  is  now  drawing  to  the  Wellward, 
though  not  in  my  Power  to  fay  pofitively 
where  they  defign  to  embark,  or  where  they 
are  to  land,  but  Ibme  mention  they  are  to 
be  fupported  by  a  Squadron  from  Ferroh

by  the  lork  Frigate  the  19th  of  December : 
That  he  was  forced  on  board  the  Dutcbcfi 
de  Fenthievre  that  Evening  ;  that  they  left 
in  Calais  Harbour  five  or  fix  other  Priva- 
teers ;  the  St.  Nicholas,  a  Snow  of  eight 
carriage  Gun?  and  ten  Swivels  3  the  St.  Ben^ 
C  2  ?ict, 
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net,  of  twelve  carriage  Guns  befides  Swivels ; 
the  Swa!loiiL\  a  Lug  Sail  Privateer  of  eight 
Giins;  the  Loia'sXV,  a  Dogger  of  eight 
Guns,  befides  a  half  Galley  of  24  Oars,  and 
three  Guns,  one  of  them  in  her  Prow  j  ten 
Galliot  Hoys  and  Flutes,  all  which  had  their 
Sails  bent,  befides  feveral  fmall  Veflels  and 
Fifl)ing  Boats,  faid  to  be  detained  to  carry 
Troops  to  England. 

That  there  have  been  for  a  Fortnight  paft 
Troops  coming  from  Flanders  daily  into  Ca- 
lais, fome  paffing  forward  towards  Boulogne, 
as  others  came  in  there  ;  about  eight  Regi- 
ments had  pafled  before  he  came  away,  and 
the  Night  before  two  Regiments  came  into 
Town,  and  upwards  of  threefcore  Waggons 
loaded  with  Corn  and  Meal ;  they  were  co- 
vered, but  he  faw  the  Sacks ;  reckoned  there 
were  in  the  Forts  and  Citadel,  including  the 
Garifon  which  is  3000,  at  leaft  6  or  7000 
Men.  It  is  faid  the  Embarkation  will  be 
made  from  Dunkirk,  Calais  and  Boulogne. 
That  feveral  Irijh  were  exped:ed,  who  were 
to  land  firft,  and  that  they  were  getting  the 
Veilels  ready  as  faft  as  podible.  That  on 
the  17th  the  Pretender's  youngeft  Son  came 
into  Calais,  that  on  the  i8ih,  when  he  went 
out  of  Town,  all  the  Troops  were  drawn 

out.

out,  and  they  fainted  him  Vive  le  Roy,  lie 
being  accompanied  by  the  Governor  and  Gen- 
try of  the  Town,  and  a  great  Number  of 
Officers ;  that  he  did  not  fee  the  young  Man 
himfelf  to  take  any  Notice  of  him,  but  has 
heard  from  others  who  did,  that  he  fquint- 
ed.

and  we  ftood  over  together  for  Boulogne  Ro.id. 

Wednefday,  the  ift  of  January  at  nine  in 
the  Morning,  looked  into  Boulogne  Harbour, 
and  faw  there  of  Ships,  Snows,  Briggs  and 
Doggers  about  15  fail,  Galliot  Hoys  about 
36  fail,  and  of  Filliing  Boats  about  Po  or 
90  ;  they  fired  at  us  from  the  Pier  Heads, 
and  the  Battery  to  the  Eaftward  of  the  Town, 
and  from  Amblitui  CafUe ;  we  faw  a  Priva- 
teer Sloop  that  was  funk  in  the  Road,  which 
we  believe  was  from   the   Sapbircs  Guns

tain Knoivles  was  there  in  the  Triton.

YOUR  Grace  having,  from  a  Noblenefs 
of  Mind,  and  Humanity  of  Temper 
becoming  of  your  high  Birth,  efpoufed  the

fidence aiTert,  that  he  has  adted  fo  circum- 
ipeilly,  diligently  and  afliduoufly  in  tlie  Ex- 
ecution of  that  Truft,  as  to  have  manifefled 
to  the   World  that  your  Grace  was  neither 
deceived   in  your   Judgment  of  his  Capacity 
for  the  Service  of  the  Crown,  nor  his  In- 
clination to  difcharge  his  Duty  to  our  Royal 
Ma  iter,  with  a  fincere,  honeft  Zeal,  for  ap- 
proving  himfelf  his  Majefty's  faithful  Sub- 
jed  and  Servant,  which  he  has  had  the  dou- 
ble Incitement  to,  of  his  Duty  to  the  King, 
and  the  juft  Regard  he  ought  to  have  for  ju- 
ftifying  your  Grace  in  the  good  Opinion  you 
had  entertained  of  him.   As  I  am  confcious 
I  have  done  nothing  ever  juftly  to  forfeit  that 
good  Opinion  that  engaged  your  Grace  to  ho- 
hour   me  with  your  Patronage  and  Friend- 
fhip,  I  entertain  too  good  an  Opinion  of  your 
Grace  to  think  I  have  not  the  Continuance 
of  it,  notivithjianding  the  late  Incident  of  my 
being  himted  out  of  7ny  Command  by  the  ope- 
rative  Malice  offome  jnalicious  andindujlrious 
Agent y  that  is  too  ivelljkreened  ovevy  for  my 
being  able  particularly  to  difcovcr  him,  and 
point  out  who  it  is  ;    fo  that  mud  remain  to 
me  a  Secret,  till  fome  happy  Providence  in 
the  Courfe  of  Time  may  more  clearly  diico- 

ver 
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ver  It ;  not  being  neverthelefs  in  my  own 
Mind  doubtful,  but  I  can  trace  the  orisinal 
Caufe  of  it,  and  guefs  pretty  nearly  at  who 
may  be  the  concealed  Diredor  of  it.  As 
the  Pen  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty 
conveyed  thefc  bitter  Shafts  that  were  levelled 
at  me,  I  thought  it  right  to  fuggeif,  that  his 
Pen  might  be  tinged  with  a  Gall  tlowing  from 
his  own  Mind,  beyond  the  Direction  he 
might  receive  for  it,  from  which  I  thought 
it  my  Duty  to  acquit  him  on  a  Gentleman 
like  Apology  in  Regard  to  his  Office,  which 
I  was  no  Stranger  to  its  being  his  Duty  to  o- 
bey,  and  on  an  Affurance  of  a  good  Will  he 
had  always  profefled,  and  I  well  knew  I 
never  gave  him  Occaiibn  to  alter  the  Sen- 
timents of  a  profefled  Friendfliip  to  me. 

And  one  of  the  Occalions  taken  to  juflify 
this  Condud  towards  me,  having  been  that 
I  had,  within  the  Channel  of  E?2gland,  on  a 
Ship's  Service  being  immediately  wanted  for 
proceeding  to  Sea,  and  being  without  a  Gun- 
ner (certainly  a  neceflliry  Officer  for  her  De- 
fence) and  which  I  could  not  think  my  le!f 
julfihed  in  permitting  to  go  to  Sea  without, 
prefumed,  as  it  is  called,  to  warr^int  a  Gun- 
ner to  her,  for  proceeding  to  Sea  in  her,  as 
I  judged  it  to  be  abfolutely  nccclTary  for  his 

Ma- 
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Majefty's  Service,  and  the  Defence  of  the 
Ship. 

And  having  now  ftated  the  Fadl,   I  fliall 
prefume  to  give  your  Grace  my  Sentiments 
in  that  Particular,  viz.  That  it  is  my  Opi- 
nion, that  when  the  Admiralty  is  ordered  by 
the  Crown  to  fit  out  a  Fleet  for  the  Service 
of  the  Government  in  the  Chanwel  of  E?ig- 
/anciy  or  on  foreign  Service,  and  the  Admi- 
ralty had  commiffioned  them  out  of  the  Sea 
Officers  on  Shore,  and  appointed  the  Admi- 
ral to  command  in  Chief,  in  Purfuance  of  liis 
Majefty's  Pleafure,  and  the  Fleet  were  af- 
fembled  together,  that  to  fupport  the  necefFa- 
ry  Command  of  the  Officer  the  King  had  ap- 
pointed,it  was  the  Government's  Interefl:  that 
the  Commander  in  Chief  ihould  name  all 
Officers  that  fell  vacant,  and  has  not  been 
denied  while  the  depending  Service  was  ellen- 
tial ;  but  Pretences  from  the  Admiralty,  that 
the  Ships  were  not  aflembled,  or  not  under 
Orders,  and  as  Checks  are  in  their  Power, 
they  have  contradldted  it,  though  always  to 
the  Prejudice  of  the  Crown's  Service.     For 
when  the  People  of  the  Fleet  fee  their  Com- 
mander in  Chief  can  neither  fupport  their 
Pretenfions  of  Merit,  nor  his  own  Authori- 
ty over  them,  they  muft  naturally  look  after 
D  '  thofe 
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thofe  who  are  no  Judges  of  their  Service,  and 
renders  the  Commander  contemptible  to  the 
Fleet.  This  Power  is  known  to  have  been 
abfolute  in  the  Commanders  in  Chief  in  the 
Channel,  and  in  one  who  has  added  Hononrs 
to  your  Grace's  Family  j  and  when  that  Pow- 
er has  been  wanting,  has,  I  believe,  been  al- 
ways found  prejudicial  to  the  Service  of  the 
Crown  and  Profperity  of  the  Kingdom. 

And  having  given  your  Grace  the  Trouble 
of  reading  my  Sentiments  in  this  Particular, 
I  will  now  proceed  to  declare,  that  it  is  my 
Opinion  that  this  is  the  Sentiment  o(  Sir  John 
Norn's  likewife,  and  that  your  Grace  has 
mofl  grofly  been  impofed  upon  in  the  AfTer- 
tion  of  Sir  yobn  Norn's  being  of  a  contrary 
Opinion ;  and  I  thank  God  that  Sir  Jobn 
Norris  is  now  living,  who  can  fatisfy  your 
Grace,  his  Majefly,  or  the  Public,  what  are 
his  Sentiments,  whenever  it  be  thought  pro- 
per to  take  his  Opinion  upon  it.  Your  Grace 
may  think  I  talk  with  much  Confidence  of 
Sir  John  Norris's  Opinion  at  this  Diftance, 
but  when  I  inform  your  Grace  that  I  have 
ferved  immediately  under  his  Command  as 
a  Lieutenant,  when  he  ferved  as  firfl  Captain 
under  that  brave,  honeft  and  experienced  Ad- 
miral, Sir  Ck'udeJJy  Shoi^eJ^  that  was  an  Ho- 

nonr 
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nour  to  his  Country  and  the  Service,  and 
whom,  I  believe,  no  Man  knew  that  did  not 
love  and  efteem  him  ;  and  I  have  on  feveral 
Occafions  ferved  as  a  Captain  under  Sir  ^ohn 
Norris,  whom  I  know  to  be  a  confummately 
experienced  and  gallant  Sea-Officer,  and  have 
lived  in  an  uninterrupted  Friendfliip  with  him ; 
your  Grace  will  not  be  furprized  that  I  ven- 
ture to  affert  what  is  his  Opinion,  as  well  as 
my  own  ;  and  were  you  to  confult  Admiral 
Matthews  or  Sir  Chaloner  Ogle^  though  I 
don't  pretend  to  give  you  now  my  Opinion  in 
regard  to  them,  yet  I  do  verily  believe  this  to 
be  their  Opinion  likcwife;  but  of  this  it  is  ea- 
fily  in  your  Grace's  Power  to  fatisfy  yourfelf. 

I  fhall  now  only  add,  that  I  am  at  prefent 
detained  here  for  having  my  Baggage  embark- 
ed for  proceeding  to  Harwich  in  one  of  the 

armed  VefTels,  Vice- Admiral  M n  has 

been  fo  obliging  to  affign  me,  to  carry  to  my 
Houfe  on  the  Ipfwich  River. 

I  propofe  at  prefent  being  in  London  by 
Tuefday  or  Wednefday  Night,  whenever  it  is 
I  fhall  be  at  your  Grace's  Door  the  next  Morn- 
ing after  my  Arrival,  in  order  to  pay  my  Duty 
to  your  Grace,  and  afterwards,  before  I  fet 
out  for  Suffolk,  (if  it  has  your  Grace's  Appro- 
bation) to  be  prefented  by   you  to  pay  my

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Duty  to  His  Majeily.  And  the  Favour  I 
lliall  now  deiire  of  your  Grace  is,  that  your 
Porter  may  have  Orders  from  you  to  let  mc 
in,  if  fuch  a  Vifit  be  agreeable  to  your  Grace, 
and  if  not  that  I  may  be  told  fo,  not  to  give 
an  unneceflary  Trouble  to  you  or  myfelf. 

I  have  begun  with  exprefling  a  grateful 
Senfe  of  theTeftimony  of  the  Friendfhip  you 
have  honoured  me  with,  which  on  all  Events 
I  riiall  ever  retain,  as  I  may  fay  it  is  a  fort 
of  hereditary  Inclination  in  ourFamily  to  have 
entertained  an  Honour  for  your  Grace,  from 
the  Memory  of  that  glorious  Martyr  for  the 
Liberties  of  his  Country,  my  Lord  William 
Rujjely  the  Memory  of  which  has  in  fome 
Manner  been  tranfmitted  to  Pofterity  with

STANDING  in  on  the  6th  Inftant 
within  Cannon  Shot  of  Boulogne,  faw 
in  the  Harbour  about  a  hundred  Mafts  of 
fmall  VefTels  and  Boats,  at  the  fame  Time 
five  EngliJ};}  Men,  who  had  been  taken  Pri- 
foners  in  Merchant  Ships,  and  one  Soldier  at 
I*Ofitenoy\  who  had  entered  into  their  Service 
as  thoufands  have  been  forced  to  do,  through 
the  ill  Treatment  they  meet  with  in  their 
Prifons,  deferted  to  us ;  thefe  Men  informed 
us  of  there  being  fifteen  Battalions  at  Bou- 
logne^ and  three  Squadrons  of  Horfe  with 
their  Accoutrements  put  on  board  the  Veflels, 
and  all  their  warlike  Stores  j  and  that  there 
is  a  Perfon  who  fliles  himfelf  Duke  of  Tork, 
and  feveral  more  with  Englifi  Titles ;  moft 
of  the  Forces  are  Englijk,  Scotch  and  h'iJJ:, 
of  which  great  Numbers  want  only  Oppor- 
tunities to  defert.  They  fay  their  Numbers 
are  about  ii,ioo,  and  as  many  at  C^/j/x, 
and  were  to  have  made  their  Attempt  the 
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laft  full  Moon,  had  they  not  met  with  In- 
formation that  AdmirsX  Fermnv/a.s  off  Dun- 
genefs^  their  intended  Place  of  Landing,  with 
feveral  Men  of  War.  They  have  expelled 
the  French  Fleet  of  thirty  Sail  of  the  Line 
all  this  Month,  with  feveral  Tranfports, 
which  if  they  are  difappointed  at  the  Nefsy 
are  to  make  an  Attempt  in  Ireland :  Colo- 
nel Lalley  went  over  to  England  in  a  Smug- 
gling Boat,  dreffed  in  a  Sailor's  Habit,  where 
I  hope  he  will  meet  with  his  Deferts
